The  photo  shown 
here  is  a windbreak  (5  years  after 
planting  nursery  grown  plants 
2 -3  feet  high,  on  the  Chr.  Mor- 
gensen  farm,  l.\  miles  northwest 
of  Askov.  This  windbreak  is 
planted  ns  recommended  above — 
American  Arbor  Vitae  in  the  out- 
side row  with  spruce  and  pine  in 
the  following  rows. 


We  can  probably  pick  up  wild 
evergreens,  but  they  are  not  well 
developed  and  generally  grow 
narrow  and  spindly  if  they  grow 
at  all. 

The  evergreen  to  make  success 
in  a civilized  community  must  be 
well  trained,  well  brought  up  and 
well  schooled  like  other  babies 
that  are  to  be  successful. 


It  is  a slow  process  to  raise 
evergreens  from  seed.  The  seed- 
lings have  to  be  shaded  under 
lath  frames  and  when  two  years 
old  they  are  from  2 — 1 inches. 
They  are  then  transplanted  un- 
der frames  for  the  next  2 years; 
they  are  now  6 — 8 inches.  After 
that  they  will  be  transplanted 
or  root  pruned  every  second  year, 
thereby  developing  a system  of 
small  feeding  roots  in  a 
bunch  near  the  plant  that 
make  it  possible  to  transplant 
these  nursery  grown  evergreens 
safe  and  sure  even  if  they 
are  from  5 to  10  feet  tall, 
and  they  will  keep  on  growing 
as  if  they  had  never  been  dis- 
turbed. They  will  add  from  one 
to  three  feet  every  year.  A well 
developed  nursery  gown  ever- 
green can  stand  a lot  of  abuse, 
mistreatment  and  neglect  and 
still  make  good.  After  the  second 
transplanting  when  6 years  old 
they  should  be  8 — 12  inches.  For 
quick  results  the  plants  should 
not  be  less  than  2 — 3 feet.  If 
you  have  patience  and  take  good 
care  of  them  by  cultivating  and 
hoeing  you  can  plant  a smaller 
grade.  But  in  all  events  they 
should  be  cultivated  for  a num- 
ber of  years,  and  if  the  smaller 
grade  is  planted  they  must  be 
cultivated  and  kept  hoed  until 
they  cover  the  ground.  This  is 
expensive  and  will  often  be  neg- 
lected to  the  detriment  and  ruin 
of  the  planting. 

That  brings  us  to  the  question 
of  expense.  We  can  readily 
understand  that  labor  is  the  big- 
gest factor  in  raising  evergreens 
successfully.  Repeated  trans- 
planting to  give  them  room  and 
develop  root  system  and  their 
slow  growth  for  a number  of 
years  cost  money,  and  make  them 
look  expensive.  However  com- 
pared with  the  time  it  takes  to 
grow  an  apple  tree  they  are 
cheap.  You  can  grow  an  apple 
seedling  in  one  year,  then  you 
can  graft  it  and  in  2 — 3 years  you 
have  a tree  that  will  sell  for 
about  $1.00  with  only  one  traas- 
planting.  While  it  takes  8 to  10 
years  with  three  to  four  trans- 
plantings to  grow  an  evergreen 
that  sells  for  50c  to  75c  each. 

Preparing  the  Bound  for 
Transplanting. 

Soil  preparation  is  a most  vital 
factor  to  a successful  planting. 
Plow  deep  and  if  necessary  disk 
and  harrow  during  a season  be- 
fore planting  to  kill  all  weeds 
and  weed  seeds.  This  is  a great 
help  in  keeping  the  weeds  out 
and  stimulates  the  growth  and 
success  of  the  planting. 

Planning  the  Plnnting. 

It  is  advisable  to  plan  the 
windbreak  so  as  the  inside  row 
be  not  less  than  100  feet  from  the 
house  and  outbuildings,  otherwise 
there  will  be  danger  of  snow 
drifting  into  the  yard  and  around 
the  buildings.  It  is  possible  to 
have  the  windbreak  200  feet  or 
more  from  the  buildings  and  still 
have  pretection,  if  the  windbreak 
is  planned  right.  Plan  to  plant 
as  many  rows  as  you  feel  you  can 
spare  the  ground  for  and  make  it 
a woodlot  or  grove  worth  while. 
If  you  can  not  afford  to  plant  all 
in  one  year,  plant  one  or  two 
rows  and  add  to  it  till  finished. 
It  will  be  alright  to  plant  one 
or  two  rows  on  the  inside  to  some 
quick  growing  trees  like  poplar 


or  willows,  or  other  broad  leaved 
trees.  These  can  be  cut  out  later 
and  replaced  by  fruit,  vegetable 
or  ornamental  and  flowering 
shrubs  and  perrenial  flowers.  If 
the  planting  is  not  done  at  one 
time  I would  recommend  plant- 
ing the  inside  row  first  and  finish 
up  with  the  outside  row  of  Amer- 
ican Arbor  Vitae.  This  will  give 
the  planting  the  right  slant  to 
throw  the  wind  away,  over  and 
beyond  the  buildings  and  garden. 

Foundation  Planting. 

Foundation  planting  means  the 
same  to  a home  as  clothes  to  a 
man,  in  regards  to  looks  or  ap- 
pearances. Meat  shapes  a horse, 
clothes  shape  a man,  and  a well 


executed  foundation  planting 
make  a most  home-like  frame 
around  our  dwellings,  while 
without  foundation  plantings  any 
home  no  matter  how  expensive 
or  well  built,  looks  dreary  and 
desolate. 

For  this  kind  of  planting  we 
can  use  a combination  of  low 
growing  flowering  ornamental 
shrubs  mixed  with  hardy  per- 
renial flowers  such  as  grow  year 
after  year  when  once  planted,  a 
few  hardy  ferns  planted  in 
groups  of  3 to  5 of  one  variety 
in  each  group  on  the  east  and 
north  side  among  shrubs  to  give 
shade  is  very  pleasing  to  the  eye, 
and  brings  a fragrance  from  the 
deep  woods  to  our  homes. 

There  are  many  varieties  of 
shrubs  and  flowers  suitable  for 
this  kind  of  planting  and  some 


that  will  do  well  also  on  the 
north  side  and  in  shady  places. 
We  also  have  many  varieties  of 
rare  low  growing  evergreens 
which  are  most  excellent  for 
part  or  all  of  a foundation 
planting.
